Charles F.’ De Woody, division superin- 
tendent of the department of justice, yés- 
terday decided definitely to go farther in 
the controversy which has arisen between 
himself and Detective ‘‘Steve"’ Barry of 
State’s Attorney Wayman’soffice. Barry de- 
clared that he wes going to say nothing 
more for the present. 

Mr. De Woody started on the trail of the 
Getective following the publication of an in- 
terview with Barry, in which the detective 
told of finding De Woody and fellow opera- 
tives with Sol A. Lewinsohn, a professionai 
bondsman “n @ levee dive, which the state’s 
attorney's men raided. 

Barry listened to De Woody‘s threats of 
guilt and triel board charges and on Friday 
Geclared if the government agent wanted 
war the hostilities were on. 

As his first assault the detective declared 
he hed information concerning the close con- 
nection of De Woody and Lewinsohn. He 
eadded he was reliably informed an inquiry 
had been started in Washington to discover 
why the government had not been peld the 
money on a longforfeited federal bond in 
which Lewinsohn seemed to have some in- 
terest. 

De Woody Aguinst Controversy. 

De Woody yesterday issued a short formal 
statement concerning the bond in which 
Barry had stated Lewinsohn was interested 
and said he was n&t going to be drawn into 
any newspaper controversy with Barry. 

“T am through talking about the matter,” 
gaid the government agent. 

“My next step will be to prefer charges 
with the civil service commission against 
Barry. I will not be ready to take that step 
for severa) days I think.” 

The specific bond: forfeiture case mentioned 
was that of Stratios Lambros, indicted al- 
most three years ago on a charge of illicit 
oleo manufacturing and also for resisting 
an officer. Thomas W. Dudman, a Moxley 
employé, went on the $1,000 bond and Samuel 
Bomash, a pawnbroker, friend of Lewinsobn, 
furnished a $2.000 bond. Lambros ran away 
and Dudman paid the government his §1,000. 
The $2,000 bond has never been collected.

McDowell denied Trinity church a pastor and 
debarred it from the sessions.

ion in New York.

New York. Oct.. 12.—[Special.J}—The joint 

compositicn of the eminent French writes 
Pierre Lotj and Judith Gautier, called “ The 
Daughter of . Heaven,” a new drama of 
modern China, was acied this afternoon at 
the Century theater. The play had never 
been given in France, although it was made 
accessible to the ccmpatriots of the authors 
by means of its publ.cation in book form. 
’ Readers of the work know that It is a 
romantic. idyllic story of devoted love, death. 
and sacrifice. They also learned that it is 
written in simple but poetic French, colored 
with exquisite imagery and more or less 
fragrant with the heavy air of the orient. 


Play Easy to Understand. 

There was nothing of th's kind to be found 
in the“acted version of tre play which was. 
presented in such beautiful fashion this 
afternoon and evening. More commonplace 
language than George Egerton employed to 
clothe the action of the story is inconceivable. 

It would, of course, take a poet as gifted as 
Loti to make a play in English that was 
comparable to the original text. But there 
must be 6ome compromise between the 
banalities that the translator provided and 
the genius of an author.

Papers Discovered by Mrs. Nuttall

LONDON, Oct. 12.—Louis N. Parker’s suc- 
cessful play, ‘‘ Drake,’ ‘which is now filling 
His Majesty's theater, has helped to attract 
public attention to unpublished documents 
relating to Sir Francis Drake which were 
presented on Oct. 9 to the Hakluyt society by 
- Mrs. Zella Nuttall, the American archgolo- 
gist. Students pay the highest tribute to her 
important discoveries in the archives of the 
national palace of Mexico. 

The collection includes a series of letters 
written in the choice Spanish of the age of 
Cervantes by the leaders of the expeditions 
which were sent to intercept Sir Francis 
Drake, as well as by the captains and owners 
of the ships which he captured. Ail of these 
breathe the high spirit of courtesy and rec- 
ognize the same in Sir Francis. 


Had Power to Execute. 

Mrs. Nuttall considers the most important 
find a document which goes to prove that Sir 
Prancis Drake had Queen Elizabeth's license 
or commission for the voyage, including the 
power of life or death over his companions, 
thus settling the vexed question as to whether 
he had the power to execute Thomas 
Daughty. 

Another document shows that Drake had 
expressed a desire to go through the straite 
of Magellan to search for land suitable for 
colonization because, as he said, * England is 
so full of people and many wish to go to other 
parts of the world.”’ 

“The voyage. therefore, was not as has 
been had by some, one of chance, but a defi- 
nite alm and may be regarded as the date of 
the birth of the English colonial policy. 

Mrs. Nuttall’s discoveries also establish 
the fact that Sir Francis Drake discovered 
the Horn. 


Drake of Religious Turn. 

Perhaps the most interesting paris of the 
documents to the general reader consist in the 
word pictures in which different Spaniards 
have given their impressions of Drake, his 
personality and hospitality, the appearance 
of his ship, and the way religious services 
were conducted on board. 

It certainiy seems strange to read how Sir 
Francie Drake, who is generally considered 
to have been simply a bold Elizabethan pirate 
himself, conducted service every day and read 
from Fox's book of martyrs and the Bible 
and that the men aboard always sat around 
a table and read, chanted and sang hymns 
together, and that Drake's prisoners always 
sat at his table and were well treated and 
that mo one uttered a word of abuse or 
hatred toward him.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The situation in the 
Balkans still remains in the same terrible 
uncertainty, though the opfnion that war is 

inevitable is growing in every capital. 

Some justification tn the action of the Bal- 
kan confederacy !s found in the powerless- 
ness of the great powers to rise to the de- 
mands and end the perilous situation. Their 
procrastination, indecision, and trumpery, 
and their half hearted recommendation of 
reforms, witheut definition and without 
Suarantees, prove the claimof the Balkan 
states that only a war by them can force 
the rea] reforms in Macedeonia. 

The expianation of this hopeless impotence 
exposes the conflicting interests and the 
suspicion of each power that another power 
hopes to exploit the whole situation for its 
own benefit. 


Blame Rivalry for Delay. 

. While some of the continental journale 
cast the blame on efidless diplomacy, in- 
spired by a desire to keep in well with Tur- 
kéy as the great Mohammedan power, the 
general opinion.is that the rivalry between 
Austria and Russia is the chief obstacle te 
any influence being exerted by the great pow- 
ers on the situation. 

Nobody now doubts that, though Bulgaria, 
Greece, and Servia stfll hold back. the action 
of Montenegro was taken with their knowi- 


edge aral consent and that [t was intended at- 


once to precipitate the situation and attack 
Turkey at the spot moet vulnerable for the 
moment. and therefore make a useful d!ven 
sion for milttary etrategy by the other 
Balkan powers when they are ready to march 
on Turkey. 

The news that Montenegro gained the first 
victory adds another factor towards « gea- 
eral war. 

All Europe tn the meantime stands shocked 
and appelled before the prospect, for evident- 
ly the war will be without quarter on any 
side and there is a growing apprehension 
that it cannot be localized and may bring 
Russia and Austria into the fleld and perhaps 
others : 

Fierce Struggle in Commons. 

In the meantime at home our own fleree 
political struggle gains passion with every 
hour There, also. it isa war without quarter 
on one side or the othef. The government is 
determined to use the closure and every dther 
recourse to pass the home rule bill by Christ. 
mas, while the Orangemen still declare that 
Ulster will make civil war. 

The government's stock has gone up with 
every hour since parliament reassembled. 
The Orangemen appard in th commone 
subdued and despondent. and made compara- 
tively mild speeches, while Premier Asquith 
was cheered to the echo by every Liberal 
when he declared that home rule will be car+ 
ried by the commons before Christmas and 
into a law curing the lifetime of the present 
parliament. 

A further sign of the present tempeér of the 
Liberal party is that the attendance ts splen- 
did, for from th minute that the house 
rises to the minute it separates nearly every 
member remains inside the parliament buil& 


ing. 
New Whip Shows Value. 

Percy Illingworth, the new government 
whip, signalizes his accession to office all’

Wife of Ribot, Mentioned for 
the French Presidency, 
Formerly Lived Here. 


DAUGHTER OF A BANKER. 


Successor to Armand Fallieres 
to Be Chosen Next Febru- 
ary at Versailles.

It is not only here in the United States 
that the country is on the eve of a presi- 
dential election. In France, too, the people 
are busily engaged in picking a successor to 
Armand Falliéres, who definitely and irrev- 
ecably retires into private life early in Feb- 
ruary, at the close of his seven years’ term 
of office. . 

Whereas in America the campaign absorbs 
public attention and is the cause of much 
popuier excitement, and even of economic 
disturbance, there is no. sign of anything of 
the kind in France. This is attributable to 
the fact that while here the peopie at large 
are called upon to determine the poilticai and 
economic conditions of the country for the 
next four years, in the person of a president 
commitied to one or another of the national 
platforms. in France it is merely a question 
of choosing a representative and respectable 
republican citizen, without particular re- 
gard to his political views and without re- 
quiring from him any plecges as to what he 
will do or not du if landed in the Elysee. 


Not Elected by the People. 

Moreover, the presicent in Fiance is not 
nominated or elected by the people, or by 
‘delegates specially chosen for the purpose, 
but by the two houses of parliament In joint 
session at Versailies; and since they re- 
eelved their legisiative mandate several) 
years ago. when the s:tuation was diflerent 
from what it is now, they cannot be really 
eaid to represent the views entertafned to- 
day by their constituents and by the nation 
at large in the matter of the selection of a 
president of the republic. 

It has been argued that it does not matter 
much how the chief magistrate of France is 
elected, since he is « mere figurehead, the 
passive executive of the decrees of a cabinet 
representing the party that ccmmands @ 
majority in the chamber of deputies. 

It is urged, indeed, that whereas the presi- 
dent of the United States is the sometimes 
despotic master of his cabinet officers, chang- 
ing them at will, the president of France 
is the obedient servant of his ministers. 
Now these premises i. re not altogether cor- 
rect. : 

Office Resigned by Four. 

Although the powers and prerogatives cf 
the master of the White House are superior 
to those of France's chief magistrate, it de- 
pends entirely upon the tharacter of the 
latter whether he fills the réle of a dummy, 
or of a statesman, during his seven years’ 
term of office. No matter which of the two 
roles he selects, his position is always one 
of so much difficulty that many shrink {yom 

it despite its eminence. 

Of the eight presidents who have held of- 


fice since the birth of the present republic. 
over torty years ago, four found copditions 


eo intolerable that they resigned, the Afth 


Was assassinated, the sixth met with « 
shocking death that still remains shrouded © 


in merciful mystery. and Armard Fa'lidtes 
ike his immediate predecessor, Emile Lou- 
bet, leaves the Elysee so weary of his life

It is owing to this, as well & to the fact

| Only One Serious Mistake. . 
Ex-Premier Ribot is.a man of lofty stature, 
spare in figure, and yet of commanding and 
distinguished presence, conveying the im- 
pression of refinement and culture. From 
a decorative point of view he {s particularly 
well qualified for the office of president. 
Ribot, who ts a talented musician, has 
but one mistake to his credit and if I refer 
to it it is only because it is Nkely. that, it 
may- be recalled by his enemies In the event 
of his election. At the time of the Panama 
scandal he was minister of foreign affairs. 
It may be recalled that when Charles de 
Lesseps, Baron Cotitu, and the other direc- 
tors of the Panama Canal company were 
tried in connection with’ the affair, among 
their papers was found a list of the person- 
ages whom they had been compelled to bribe’ 
In this list all the names were given in full, 
save that of one of the largest beneficiaries 
of the corruption fund: He was designated 
by the letter ‘X.’’ Much speculation pre- 
vailed with regard to the identity of this 
mysterious * X,"" and when Cottu was placed 
on trial, Ribot sent his private secretary, M. 
Crozier (recently ambassedor of France at 
Vienna), to him and to his lawyers, appeal- 
ing to their patriotism to refrain from men- 
tioning the name of any foreign diplomat in 
connection with this letter “ X."" His wishes 
were complied with, and Baron Cottu and 
his lawyers refused to give any clew to the 
identity, of.‘ X."’ When later on Ribot was 
accused in the chamber of deputies of using 
his official position as minister of foreign 
affairs to shield one of the principal per- 
sonages incriminated in the Panama scandal, 
he did not deny the charge; but he deciared 
that if he had asked Baron Cottu and his 


| counsel to abstain from disclosing the identi- 


ty of “XX it was because he hed learned 
that the name of the ambassador in Paris of 
a foreign power most friendly to France 
might otherwise have been mentioned in 
connection therewith. 


Mystery Never Clearea Up.

was in frequent financial] straits, and occa- 
sionally reduced to unusual expedients in 
order to make both ends meet. :

Neverthelese, Australian 
electoral] laws are in general in advance of 
those of other nations and present certein 
features which demand attention. 

The common wealth electora} act, as amend- 
ed from time to time, is a bulky document of 
Which I shall note only ‘certain provisions. 
It may be assumed that in general ‘he sys- 
tem of voting in Australia is similar to that 
with which We are familiar. 


How Elections Are Managed. 

Electoral acts and regulations are aaminis- 
tered by a chief electoral officer for the com- 
monwealth. He is aided by a commonwealth 
electoral officer for each State, who is subject 
to the directions of the chief electoral officer 
for the commonwealth. Under the state offi- 
cer is a divisional returning officer for each 
electoral d,vision; assistant returning officers 
may be appointed for divisions, subject to the 
control of the divisiunal returning officer. 
The latter acts as electoral registrar—keeps 
the rolls for all polling places in the division 
or for subdivisions for which no electoral reg- 
istrar has been appointed. 

Each state {s divided into as many electoral 
divisions as it has. members of the house of 
representatives. The governor general ap- 
points three persons for each state to be com- 
missioners, one of whom has to be the sur- 
veyor general. Thes. commissioners hold of- 
fice during the governor general's pleasure 


A redistribution of any state into divisions | 


may be directed by the governor general by 
proclamation. 

A roll of electors is kept for each division, 
Any name on e roll may be objected to by 
written objection lodgea with or made by the 
returning officer, provided that a sum of 
5 shillings be deposited for each name oh- 
jected to. to be forfelted to the king if the 
objection is held by the returning officer to be 
frivolous. The latter gives notice of the 
objection to the person objected to, although 
he may diemiss the objection If he is eagisfied 
that the ground stated in the objection lsno 
good. | i!

Election expenses may not 
be incurred or authorized except for print- 
ing, advertising, publishing, issuing and dis- 
tributing addresses by the candidates and 
notices of meeting. stationery, messages, 


public meetings, and halls therefor, and scru- 
tineers. 

Within eight weeks after the result of any 
election has been declared every candidate 
at the election sha!! declare before a justice 
of the peace and file with the commonwealth 
electoral officer for the state a true return of 
his electoral expenses, showing all electoral 
expenses pa!d, and al] disputed and unpaid 
claims for electoral expenses. 

Printed instructions direct that under 
amounts paid for advertising. etc.. stationery, 
etc., committee rooms and public meetings 
and halis, the names, occupations, and ad- 
dresses of those to whom any sum was paid 
and the reason for which {[t was paid must 
be clearly set forth.

LECTURE SERIES FOR CITY. 


Course Arranged Under University 
Settlement Auspices. 


Are men doomed to slow destruction 


| through living in cities? 


Does city life mean death to religion, morals, 
and finally to the very citizens? 

What can be done to save the cities? 

These are the questions which a group of 
scholars from the University of Chicago and 
from Harvard and the University of Min- 
nesota will attempt to answer in a series of 
lectures to be given in the Art institute @ur- 
ing the autumn. The first lecture will be 
given on Tuesday evening by Prof. J. Paul 
Goode of the University of Chicago. 


Under Settlement Auspices. 

The course, which is given under the aus- 
pices of the University Settlement and for its 
benefit, is intended to take an inventory of 
the cities’ ills and of the scientific solutions 
which have been found for “ thep roblems,” 


according to Prof. James H. Tufts, who con- 
tinued: 


“If the city is to be humanized and if its 
people are to be saved the social sciences 
must come forward. The city is an excel- 
lent place to work and to sleep, from some 
points of view, but it is not well planned 
from any other point of view. 

“The city is destructive. Families in the 
cities are smaller and infant mortality ig 
higher than in the country. There you have 
race suicide. With the increasing cost of liv- 
ing people cannot have large families. 


Evil Work of City. 

“The city destroys religion and morals. I 
am speaking of the surface religion and the 
superficial morality In the smaller towns 
people go to church because if they stay away 
questions will be asked and comments made. 
In the city there are no neighbors; the man in 
the adjoining apartment does not know if his 
neighbor beats his wife and practices cruelty 
toward his children. 

“So, too, about habits of morality. When 
men lived in primitive ways every tribesman 
knew how his fellow tribesman was behav- 
ing. In the city every man minds his own 
business. 

“The vice qumannientetl found some inter- 
esting faéts here. It learmed that a large 
portion of the vice traffic is contributed by 
outsiders, men who are visiting Chicago for 
a convention or for some gathering, and they

DUE TO NATION’S GROWTH. 


President Probably Will Urge 
Construction of Three More 


Battleships. 


. Washington, D. C., Oct. 14,—[Special.]— 
President Taft will ask congress at the com- 
ing session to appropriate more than $1,000,- 
000,000 to pay the expenses of the government 
during the next fiscal year. 

The various departments will submit their 
estimates to the president upon his return to 
Washington and they will be considered in 
several cabinet meetings. Wherever possible 


| they will be pruned, but the experts say it Is 


not possible to curtail below the billion dollar 
point and they expect the president to ask for 
about .$50,000,000 more. 

There are certain fixed charges which must 
be met, such, for example, as the expenses 
of the military and other permanent services, 
pensions, and the like. If the administration 
could do so it would reduce the cost of ad- 
ministration outside of what is known as the 
permanent establishment. Under this head 
are included public buildings not authorized, 
river and harbor improvements which must 
be made, and other things of vital public con- 
cern. 


Wants Three New Battleships. 

It is the intention of the president to recom- 
mend the authorization of three additional 
battleships. This number is necessary be- 
cause of the failure of the Democratic house 
at the last session to continue the annual 
two battleship program. It is likely the 
Democrats will authorize only one additional) 
ship. If this should be tie case, congress 
will be urged next year toapproprite for four 
battleships in order to keep the United States 
in its proper position among the world 
powers. 

The initial cost of a battleship is $10,000.000, 
and to equip it properly and put it In com- 
mission requires an expenditure of $5,000,000 
more The Democratic house “ saved ”’ $15,- 
000,000 last summer by granting but one 
ship and may duplicate this performance at 
the coming session. Unfortunately it ts the 
kind of saving which is dangerous to the 
nation, and moreover, merely lends the color 
of economy to governmental operation. As 
a matter of fact, the expenditures will have 


W'WEENY WOULD AID WIDOW 


Orders Police Officials to Testify 
in Pension Case. 


WOMAN'S PLEA ON HEARING. 


Husband Was an Operator and She 
Would Share in Fund. 


Chief McWeeny last night issued an order 
for all commanding officers who worked with 
the late William P. Cook, police operator, to 
report as witnesses in Judge MeGoorty's 
court tomorrow, where Mrs. Cook is making 
a fight for a pension. Under the present law 
the operators are not included as beneti- 
ciaries. | 

The operators blame the commanding offi- 
cers for the failure to be included in the pen- 
sion system. 

When the present law was passed the oper- 
ators were included in the pension bill until it 
reached the senate, and then they were cut 

out. “They have been fighting for pension 
rights ever since, and as a rule patrolmen 
have favored their demands. In other cities 
of the state the operators are included as pen- 
sion beneficiaries, with the same status as a 
desk sergeant. 

A petition otntnlated ‘ in Chieago for the 
recognition of the operators in’ thé pension 
fund was signed by moré than 3,000 members 
of the force. Several of the commanding offi- 
cers have recently suggested the pensién age 
of policemen be raised from twenty years of 
service to twenty-five years. The patrolmen 
have threatened to retaliate by demanding, 
in case of such legislation, that a further 
amendment deny pensions to any member of 
the force found guilty under charges and dis- 
charged by order of the civil service commis- 
sion.

Clergymen of the Country Will 
Warn Against Bogus Con- 
sumption Remedies. 


OCT. 27 THE DATE SET. 


President Taft Writes a Letter 
Formally Approving the 
Plan. 


The bulletin of the Chicago department of 
health. issued yesterday, announces the cele- 
bration of “ Tuberculosis day” on Oct. 27. 
when clergymen all over the country will 
Participate in a general movement warning 
the public against fake consumption cures. 


President Taft has written a letter formally j ‘ 


approving of setting apart the day. 

Literature giving information on fraudulent 
and alleged ** cures ’’ for consumption will be 
sent to the clergymen, and an organized 
crusade against the traffic In these drugsand 
devices will be instituted. 

The literature will be sent to ministers 
either directly from the national association 
office in New York or through the many state 
and local anti-tuberculosis associations scat- 
tered throughout the country. It {s estimat- 
ed that more than 100,000 clergymen will be 
reached in this way. 

From records on file in the office of the na- 
tional association it !s estimated that the 
volume of business done annually by the va- 
mous concerns who sell fake remedies for 
tu»erculosis amounts to more than $15,000,- 
000. The number of these remedies now being 
used as so-called “ cures’’ is more than 500. 

None. of these remedies will cure consump- 
tion, says the national association. No drug 
gas. or other materia] has been discovered 
which when eaten, inhaled, or injected into 
the system, will kil] the germsof tuberculosis 
without doing serious injury to the body. 

The only real cure for tuberculosis recog- 
nized by the national association consists of 
the combination of fresh air, good food, and 
rest taken under the direction of a competent

_ “The old way was to issue a verbal order

The result is that play- 
goers will have to weit the first performance 
before learning anything authoritative about 
the interesting promised triple bill. 

One Httle detafl I succeeded in unearthing, 
however. When Pinero's and Barrie’ & plays 
were put into rehearsal it was’found that 
the two had one very important feature in 
common. Each contained certain rather 
special theatrical effects leading up to the 
crucial point in the piece, and, wonderful to 
relate, they were of am absolutely identica) 
character. Certainly, ft is the oddest thing 
in the world that two writers, working quite 
independently and for the same manager, 
should have used similar means for the pur- 
pose of bringing about the crisis of their 
respective plays. But so it has happened, 
and in the circumstances Barrie at once of- 
fered to withdraw his piece and to substitute 
another, which, by good luck, he had in his 
Gésk.

The child blindly follows his imitative fac- 
ulty whether in acquiring.a vocabulary ore 
repertory of tunes.

are the results of habit. Hence. the impor- 
tance of early musical influences. -For the 
sake of completeness {it may be wige ta define 
the conditions of an ideal ‘musical environ- 
ment for the child.

Mr. Hattstaedt calls attention to the pro- 
gressive policy adopted’ by the schools of 
Chelsea, Mass., toward the study of music. 
It has been in operation six years’and hes 
given entire satisfaction to the people of that 
city. He quotes Mr. Osbourne McConathy, 
supervisor of music in the Chelsea public 
schools, who comments upon the courses of- 
fered as. follows: 

Three: classes of. students are Interested 
in the special courses of music: First, those 
pupils ‘who are preparing to become pro- 
fessional musicians: second, those who have 
talent and wish to study music seriously but 
without any expectations of becoming: pro- 
fessionals; and third, those to whem music 
makes a strong appeal, who wish to enlarge 
their. posibilities .of . mugical. .enjoyment 
through.a more thorough knowledge of the 
subject. The high schoo} elective music 
courses should alm to meet equally the needs 
of these three groups of students.’ ” 

“The high~school,”” continues Mr. Hatt- 
steaedt, does not undertake to graduate fin- 
ished musicians, Those who intend to take 
up music as a profession must go to insti- 
tutions or to private teachers, who will give 
them the special training which their calling 
demands. The elective courses in the Chelsea 
High school are three In’number: First, a 
course in théoreti¢al music; second, a course 
in musical appreciation; and third, a course 
in applied music. These courses are accepted 
for credits and count teward promotion and 
diploma in the same way asany other high 
school study. The rating is determined by 
the number of recitations a week, a full 
course being five hours of prepared work a 
week. : 

‘An interesting feature in the Chelsea High 
schools, and in my opinion a most important 
one, is the system of giving credits for out- 


schools, Many: considerations show the de- 
Sirability of providing for the serious tech- 
nical study of music during the high s¢hool 
Period. The educational value of such study

“ Briefly, the plan is to.create a fund by 
subscription from motor car and accessory 
manufacturers and dealers, each subscrip- 
tion to equal 1 per cent of on@year's gross 
earnings of the subscribér.

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MURPHY LETS OUT 
MORDECAT BROWN 


Veteran of Pennant Fights | 


Sentenced to Cubs’ Ranch 
at Louisville. 


CAME TO CHICAGO IN 1904. 


BY HANDY ANDY. 

President Murphy of the Cubs projected the 
only cloud of gloom in the horizon of the west 
side rooters last night by serving notice of 
release on Mordecai Brown, the lion hearted 
war horse, whose good right arm has won so 
many honors for Chicago since he came here 
from St. Louis in 1904; The official notice 
added that Brownle was eentenced to the Cub 
farm in Louisville. 

The accident to Brown’s knee, which put: 
him out of commisgion just as he wes round- 
ing into something like his old form, presaged 
his release. That injury, which was thought 
to be trivial at the time, prowed so seriotis 
that it incapacitated the pitcher for the rest 
of the season, and kept him out of the post- 
season séries. . 

There is no chance that this ill timed re- 
lease will cut the west side idol out of a share 
in the city series receipts. Even if that were 
Murphy’s purpose the Cub players would 
foil it by including their veteran pai in the 
cutting up of the melon. From the tone of 
the club owner’s note of dismissal it is not 
thought he intended to make Brown in- 
eligible. It stated that he was released and 
need. not dress for the remaining games of 
the series unless he wanted to. 


Brown with Cubs Since 1904. 

Brown had been a Cub since the spring of 
1004, when he camnie here, with Catcher John 
O'Neil, in exchange for Pitcher Jack Tayior. 
Before that the three fingered wonder had 
pitched for the St. Louis Cardinals for one 
season, and went to the Mound city from 
Omaha, with which team he signed in 1902. 
Brown's first. professional season was with 
Terre Haute, in .1901,.80 that this is his 
twelfth season in the game, and he has sev- 
eral good years left [n his pitching wing, in 
spite of the overwork he has been called upon 
to do in the years when thatarm was heiping 
to win four keague and two world’s cham- 
pionships. 

For those years of uncomplaining effort in 
and out of turn, playing the rOle of “life 
saver’’ season after season with wonderful 
success, the reward.is release in the midst 
of a post-season series, on the night follow- 
ing a great victory by his teammates over 

the White Sox. 

Brown is’ 36 years old, a native of Indiana, 
in which state he was* born on Oct. 19, 1876. 
Murphy missed giving him a birthday pres- 
ent by exactly one week. 


Star in Pennant Seasons. 

His greatest seasons were those of 1906, 
1907, and 1908, and in spite of overwork he 
retained his winhing form longer that young- 
er pitchers on the team. Not until last year 
ci@ Brownie show signs of breaking down, 
but in spite of that he was expected to be 
able to take his turn, if not asked to do more 
than that thisseason. 

Last winter Brown held out fora long time, 
hoping to be able to go into parntreship tn 
business with Alc. Tearney, and did not sign 
up until just before the training trip started. 
This and his slowness in rounding to. fol- 
lowed by the accident that put him on his 
back, were the cause of friction between the 
“war horse’’ and the club owner, according 
to authentic reports, and may partially ex- 
plain his release at this time.

Dr. Székely Ferencz has devised a method : 


for implanting hair into the scalps of bald- 
headed pergons. In carrying 

out the process the scalp is Hairs 
first carefully cleansed and Sewed on

uses a number of smal! hooks. made of gold 
wire, and in the eyelet of each hook a doubly 
foided hair is inserted.

HE “ school of hard knocks "’ turns out 
more successful business men than all 

the universities in existence. At les 
that ig my opinion, and I have seeh it 
demonstrated many times. While a 
“book education is always desirable, it 
doesn't cut such a »ig figure in the business 
world as some perso.is imagéne it does. The 
amount of schooling a boy should have de- 
pends altogether on the vocation or profes- 

sion he intends to follow. 

If he aspires to a mercantile position, a fair 
school education is sufficient, because his 
real education along practical lines’ begins 
afier he ieaves the schoolroom and bumps 
up against the w@id. If 1 were asked to 
name the most important qualifications of a 
succeseful shoe buyer I would put perse- 
verance oarsi, judgment of human naiure séc- 


ond, and knowledge of merchandise third. 


They are all absolutely necessary, but the 
man who has perseverance will readily ac- 
quire the other qualities si 

I learned perseverance by, working about 
twelve hours a day in § Baltimore retail 
store, tor which 1 was paid sz a week. In 
those days there were no child labor laws 
which accounts for my going to work at I¥ 
years of age. My father was in the mercan- 
tile business in Baltimore for many years 
and up to the time he met with reverses 1 
elerked in his store on Saturdays and after 
school. 

But it was my mother who gave me my first 
training in the shoe business.

Worked for $2 a Week. 

When I had to go to work and help support 
the family a man who formerly clerked for 
my father gave me my first job. We lived 
three miles from the store and I had to walk 
the entire distance to be there at 7 a. m. 
That meant I had to get up “ fairly early.” 
The store kept open until lv o'clock ‘at night 
and I nearly always walked home after that. 

Among the various duties that taught me 
perseverance was the daily task of sweeping 
the store, which was 200 feet deep. In addi- 
tion to that 1 tended the furnace, had charge 
of the stock room and during “odd mo- 
ments '’ measured India linen remnants.

I kept on working, but deci¢ed to look out 
for a better paying position. About a month 
later I was offered a job as salesman with a 
rétail shoe firm, and although thesalary was 
less than I would have received in the fall I 
made the change. 

I remained with that firm for fifteen years 
and worked my way up from salesman to 
bookkeeper, then cashier, and later I became 
manager. Finally the opportunity came to 
buy an interest in the business, and I became 
a part owner. We had a good trade that 
was constantly increasing, and my share of 
the profits was considerable, but the call of 
New York was strong, and I decided to go 
there if the right opportunity came. 

Finally the chance came, end I made appli- 
cation for a position as manager and buyer 
of a big shoe store. I received an appoint- 
ment, met the manag‘ng director. and imme-

Three Butter Recipes. 


There is a ready sale for apple butter. lemen 
butter, and peach butter. Here are three 
good recipes, each making a large quantity: 

Apple butter—One-half bushel pippin ap- 
ples, one gallon of sweet, fresh cider; cook 
thoroughly and put through a colander; place 
on the fire and add six pounds white sugar; 
stir constantly while cooking to prevent 
burning. In the course of two or three hours 
take a little out In a dish. If it has a watery 
appearance it should be cooked longer or 
until quite thick. 

Lemon butter—The grated ritid and juice of 
three lemons, three-quarters of a pound of 
sugar, one-half pound of butter, five eggs; 
beat eg@s and sugar well; then add the juice, 
rind, and butter; mix well and set over a ket- 

tle.of boiling water till it is thick as honey; 
stir occasionaNy while cooking. 

Peach butter—To one bushel peaches allow 
from eight to ten pounds of granulated sugar; 
pare and halve the peaches, put Into the ket- 
tle, and stir constantly until perfectly smooth 
and rather thick. A part of the peach stones 
thrown in and cooked with the peaches give 
it a nice flavor e1d they can afterward be 
skimmed out. Add the sugar a short time 
before tdking from the fire; put in Jars and 
cover tight. Peaches for butter should be 
neither too ~znealy nor too juicy. 7

Evening Gown Trains Long. 

Trains for evening gowns are te be long 
end come from the most unusual places, 
Many are separate and are then lined with 
some contrasting material. They are finished 
square for elaborate gowns and slightly 
rounded for less elaborate costumes, The 
short skirt for evening has not lost its popu- 
larity or presitge, for nothing is prettier on a 
certain type of evening gown than the short 
skirt. All gowns are to be loose or tight, and 
many of the waists are separate from the 
skirts. 4 

One will see many more seams in most 
of the gowns, but others show the etrong 
tendency to avoid and eliminate seams 


to a marked degree, particularly in the |

18383. Seemingly imperishable Iinsti- 

tutions have risen and faded away. 
Buildings as seemingly imperishable have 
been built, torn down, and rebuilt many 
times over. But, as the French say: “ Plus 
ca change plus ec’est la méme chose,” and 
comments on the wonders of Chicago's 
growth and development that were made and 
printed in 1858 and 1883 read as if the writers 
were writing today. Chicago’s miraculous 
springing from a frontier post to @ great 
metropolis, her endless streets, her towering 
buildings, her humming industries and tre- 
mendous commerce—all thesé they sang of 
over a half a century ago in terms that &t 
today’s conditions. 

The Rev. Jeremiah Porter in 1958 and the 
Rev. John Henry Barrows in 1885, when 
celebrating the twenty-fifth and fiftieth birth- 
days of the First Presbyterian church, spoke 
in phrases which were so similar in tenor 
that they might have been used interchange- 
ably and would usps been applicable today. 


Church Proposes years Change. 

The First Presbyterian church has made 
many changes of residence since it was 
founded in 1833 and held: its services in 
a frame building 26x40 feet in size which- 
stood on the southwest corner of Lake and 

‘Clark streets. And now it proposes still 
another move from its present site on Indiana 
avenue and Twenty-first street to the south- 
ern part of the city, where many of its old 
members live—probably in Kentwood. 

This church claims to be the oldest organi- 
gation of any kind, civic or religious, in 
Chicago, as it was organized in Fort Dear- 
born June 26, 1833, which was two months 
before the city of Chicago was incorporated. 
On May 1 of that year, however, Father John 
Mary Irenaeus Bt. Cyr, a French priest, cel- 
ebrated mass here, which, according to our 
trusty chronicler, Andreas, gives the Roman 
Catholic church the priority in point of time. 
But the First church was certainly the first 
to organize and build a temple devoted to 
worship, and from this organization have 
sprung so many others that it may be called 

‘the mother church of a large brood. 

Ite founder and pastor, the Rev. Jeremiah 
Porter, was a very remarkable man in his 
Way, a man of unusual cultivation, a de- 
ecendant of Jonathan Edwards, and a grad- 
uate of Hopkins academy, Williams college, 


and Princeton Theological seminary. ‘Yet - 


with all his learning he combined the pa- 

ence, strength, and resource of. @, pioneer, 
one who could come into the wilderness and- 
found a church which became in time the 
most important of its kind in the weet.

Early Picture Always Interesting. 
To those who really love'Chicago the picture 
of what she was in those early days never 
' lofes its piquancy and interest. A straggling 
collection of log cabins lay along the low,

Gecided that at certain seasons it flowed 
westward (as we have paid nearly $60,000,000 
to make it do permanentiy), while its normal 
eastward current was so feeble that the lake 
waves had buift a sand bar at its mouth and 
turned its lake exit a half mile to the south- 
ward.

are paid from 20 to 25 per cent less than men 
doing the same class of work, 

Now, why this sex discrimination? 

Wherever women are employed in compe- 
tition, I may say, with men, or side by side 
with them, performing the same services, 
working the same hours, the pay is, as a 
rule, jess. And yet it isan admitted fact that 
the service rendered is better, more faithful 
ly performed and more satisfactorily ren- 


dered. 

If this is a law of trade it is a bad law. 
(t js economically and socially wrong. The 
thing done is the thing to be considered; the 
service rendered should have its value, 
whether it be the work of man or of woman. 


An Instance of Man’s Injustice. 

But there is something behind all this, 
There is an ancient tradition, a practice 
seasoned by many years ofcustom. It is an 
expression of man’s regard for the services 
of women; an old time estimate of woman's 
vglue or worth as a wage earner. Thousands 
even in this advanced period ofthought hold 
that man is the breac winner, the mainstay 
ané support of the family, and that woman's 
efficiency as a laborer in any field of labor 
fg not to be compensated with any regard as 
to her earnings being more than her individ- 
aal enjoyment. Man is supposed, even 
though he be a boy, to be earnings wages for

his maintenance or for that of mother and 
sister, while the woman is presumed to be 
laboring merely to clothe and maintain her- 
gelf. Nothing, however, is more foreign to 
the actual facts. 

In all large cities where the class of labor 
to which I refer is employed the earnings of 
the daughters in many families are neces- 
sary to maintain the family. Indeed, the 
girls are more frequently the ohief supports 
of the household. This is no secret. Eim- 
ployers of female labor know this; neverthe- 
less they take advantage of the situation and 
cut down the earning capacity of women 
simply because they. are Women. 

Is this right? a 

What can better illustrate a cause for the 
uprising of women today the world over than 
this’ single instance of man’s injustice to 
women. Isit nota cause for popular feminine 
discontent? Why an uhjust discrimination? 

This is a practical age. Why should the 
labor of a woman, that is admitted to be the 
equal of that done by a man, be held azof less 
value than that of a man? Ie it not a sex 
discrimination?

Power of Ballot Felt Every Day. 

The ehdeavor'to rajse the scale of payment 
for woman’s services has been strenuously 
fought in many places for many years. What 
can be truthfully stated as to this continuous 
fight? Every employer of women knows 
full well that only in a few instances has 
the scale been changed. The women as a 
rule have not tmproved their condition as 
wage earners; they have forced the recog- 
nition of their value, but they have not been 
put on| equal footing with male employés. 

Not until women stand before the law as 
the equal of men—that is, until such time as 
wom en are recognized as citizens, the equals 
of men—will the old idea of sex discrimina- 
tion fade away, and labor performed will
